HINTINU ELEPHAXTS. 


<?olonrl Ptillocli'.s Stories of KIcpMlint 


Hunting in the Far Knst. 


Elephant-hunting natural^- takes a 


prominent plnee in Col. Pollock's pages. 
H» gives some good stories, which gen- 
erally relate to the prowess and hair- 
breadth escapes of his friends and broth- 
er ojllccrs in following the noble game. 
He says that the Asiatic elephants should 
be divided into two classes—the Goon- 
da?, those that have large tusks, and 
the Jlucknahs, or Ihose that have none, 
or only rudimentary ones ; the two kinds 
seldom herding togothur, ami having pe- 
culiarities of formation which render 
them very distinct, allliough they do not 
seem to have been noticed by other 
writers. The mucknah is usualfv taller 
and more bulky than the tusker, and 
has a longer and very ponderous trunk. 
While some nniinals'of this kind are ab- 
solutely without tnsks, most of them 
have short, sharp ones, growing down- 
wards, like those of the walrus, with 
which they can inflict most formidable 
blows. Col. Pollock seems to huvcbcmi 
greatly impressed with the sagacity of 
the elephant in its wild state,particularly 
that displayed in its choice of campino- 
and feeding grounds, which are often 
surrounded on three sides by a tortuous 
river impassable to ordina'ry mortals, 
the fourth being protected by a tangled 
thicket or quagmire. " 1 have been" an 
hour or more," he says, " tryino- to 
penetrate into one of their fastnesses, 
where twenty or thirty elephants were 
congregated within a space nowhere 
more than 400 yards square ; but so well 
were all the approaches protected, that 
at last, when I did succeed in crossing 
over, at the risk of either being swep't 
away by the force of the current or 
drowned in its deep bod or bogged in 
the quagmires, the noise wo made was 
•nfficient to awaken the Seven Sleep- 
ers, to say nothing of disturbing a 
herd of elephants', 
and I had "he 


pleasure of seeing them make their 
exit one way as I entered on the oppo- 
site side; and once more the animals 
were on the move, such was the intricate 
nature of the country it was useless, 
indeed impossible, to follow them." The 
Burmese and Assamese, it seems, laugh 
at the European for firin<j onlv for the 
brain of an elephant, as they aim with 
considerable success at the p'oint of the 
shoulder, which is_ one of its live vulner- 
able points. 
It is as amusing to find 


that there is much rascality practiced 
about the sale of a tame elephant as 
about that of a horse, the vicious one 
being drugged and sold as docile, the 
sleepy one brightened by the use of o-hi- 
ger or brandy, and the useless brute 
that never carries flesh, fed up for the 
time with massalahs and sugar-cane. 
The person accustomed to elephants is 
perfectly able to judge of their state of 
mind by the peculiar'noises they utter- 
the sort of whistling from Jhe trunk de- 
notes satisfaction, trumpeting is a si°-n 
of rage, the strikinsr Hie trunk on Uie 
ground with a pitiful cry shows alarm 
and a kind of grunt is u-,cd to express 
impatience or dissatisfaction.

lock gives :i good deal of iuformaiion a.s 
to the various ways of catchino- and 
training them, and In; rather defends the 
nmnouts from the many sins alleged 
against them, savins: they are, as a rule, 
a plucky and not a bad class of men 
easily managed if treated with kindness 
and firmness.

i modest little yarn mill at 'We.stminsUr, 


S. C., we were let! into making some 
approximate comparisons of the amount 
of money that would be saved to the 


1 planters and to the South, if each neigh- 


j borhood worked its cotton into yarns be- 


fore sending it lo market. 
In'the very 


nature of things, the figures we usecl 
could be only" approximately correct, 
but then" were based upon the' results of 
the Weslminster yarn factory, which are 
undeniably correct. Thus, for instance, 
the yarns arc spun from the seed cotton. 
This fact, which is a fact, annihilates 
the c-ost of cotton-gins, packing-screws, 
bagging and ties. 
Annihilates, did I 


say? 
O-n the contrary, the cost—the 


expense of keeping the gins in order and 
of employing labor to run them, the cost 
of bagging and tics—is in a moment 
turned into ready cash, 
which the 


farmer retains in his pocket. 
This is 


the first anil immediate, result of the 
new process. J,et us, in this connection, 
present sumo more figures that are at 
least approximately correct. 
At the 


very lowest estimate, the services of one 
hundred llunisnml gins are required to 
aid in preparing a crop of 5,000,000 
bales of cotton for market.

| must be obvious, therefore, that to any 


estimate of the value of the 100,000 gin- 
houses in the South must be added the 
cost of renewing them more frequently 


! than any other species of property. This 


may lie called the risk, and amounts to 
a considerable per cent, of the 875,000,- 
000, 
though how much we shall not un- 


dertake to say. Another fact to be ta- 
ken into consideration is that this prop- 
erty is in use on an average only one 
month of this twelve—which is equiva- 
lent to paying a year's interest on a sum 
of money for the privilege of using "tone 
month. 


The thoughtful reader can make es- 


timates lilted to liis information. 
AVe 


have merely given the -Me ; but any es- 
timate must, show a wnrible array of 
figures to offset the profits of the cotton 
crop, and the waste is worse than the 
drain. Just here the Westminster pro- 
cess steps in between the planter and 
his gin houses, and by abolishing the 
latter and rendering their renewal use- 
less, puts seventy-live millions in the 
empty pockets of the South. But this is 
not ail. Atalowestimate.it costs the 
planter 81.50 to prepare his bale of cot- 
ton for market, aftet 
it is ginned—to 


dress it in an appropriate suit of bag- 
ging and bind it with ties. 
Lei us say, 


then, that the. bagsring and ties of a 
crop of 5,(HIO,000 bales costs the South 
85,^50,000 in cash or its equivalent. 
In 


the present condition of thino-.s it is a 
cost that is absolute and inevitable, and 
to annihilate it. is to add the sum it rep- 
resents to the profits of the cotton crop. 
This, according lo the testimony of eve 
witnesses, is what the "\Vestminster mill 
docs. 
The cotton is taken from the 


baskets as it comes from tho field and 
converted into marketable yarns, far 
more valuable for all purposes of trade 
and commerce than the cotton that has 
been ginned, baled and compressed. At 
a rough estimate, 100 percent, has boon 
added to the price it will fetch tlie farm- 
er; so that with all the cost of "-in 
houses out of the way, the vast cost^of 
bagging and lies, tho loss in samplino- 
and stoalagc, the. cost of weighing and 
storage, and the thousand and one 
commisssions annihilated, the farmer 
has his cotton in the shape of yarns, 
and. leaving out of sight all the saving 
in the costs that are clone away with, it 
is worth 100 per cent, more ihan tho 
cotton that is prepared for market in 
the old way. 


AVe must confess that we are inclined 


to be enthusiastic! in regard to this new 
process. 
There can be no sort of mis- 


take as to what it accomplishes, and wo 
believe it is a solution of a problem that 
has long vexed the South. In our opin- 
ion it revolutionises the prospects of this 
section and opens up to us a future of 
unexampled prosperity. Are we too 
sanguine? This depends upon whether 
the Westminster mill can accomplish 
these results with which it has been 
credited by those who have seen it. 
vVo 


have been told that some prominent 
manufacturers, after lookins; at the ma- 
chinery of the mill, have doubted tho ac- 
curacy of the reports that led them 
thither. P,ut they were deceived by the 
very quality which gives the mill its 
value—namely, its simplicity. Used to 
ponderous machinery, they could not 
conceive how such simplicity could pro- 
duce such wonderful results, but they 
were convinced after witnessing the 
operations of the mill. 
° 


Ilowbcit, no one need make a mistake 


in this matter. The Westminster mill 
and others of the same kind arc. all easy 
of access. No one who has any thought 
of investing can go astray or be misled 
by any thing that may bo said by en- 
thusiastic newspapers. The process is 
open to inspection. AVc look forward 
to the day when the bulk of the South- 
ern cotton crop will be turned into 
yarns on the plantations or in the farm- 
ing neighborhoods—when every settle- 
ment of planters shall be transformed 
into a manufacturing town with its 
churches and its schools—when the 
South will be as rich and as powerful 
commercially and intellectually as the 
North and the Kast—when her thrift 
shall be as wide-spread and her indus- 
tries as numerous as those oi Now En"-- 
land. Capital is always on the alert, 
and it will need no formal invitation to 
invest in these yarn mills if the facts are 
as represented" The most hopeful fea- 
ture of the new process is that it is in- 
expensive enough to allow our own peo- 
ple to invest in the necessary machinery, 
and in every neighborhood "the smallest 
farmers can, by co-operating with each 
other, sot one of these little factories in 
profitable motion. From every point of 
view the matter is well worthy tho seri- 
ous attention of the South.

THE CLIFF DWELLERS. 


|A llace TjOBt to^Teiiiory Centuries Apo. 


[From the New York Evening- Pcst.J 


Among the recent additions to flip 


American Museum of Natural History 
aromanycn.st3 of cmriou.s " i-tivi: huust's"' 
or cliff dwellings, discovered bytho Hay- 
den Geological Survey. These'strueture.s 
arc of such evident antiquity that, a now 
epoch is formed which carries the exist- 
ence of man in this country to so re- 
mote a period that the "Mound Builder," 
of whom we know comparatively noth- 
ing, appears comparatively 
modern. 


Only these stony ruins remain to tell t!iti 
story of a oneo powerful and semi- 
cultivated people. The first discoveries 
of these houses were made by Mr. A. 
1). Wilson of the Hayden Survey, and 
later a special survey were detailed un- 
der ISIr. W. II. Jackson, who returned 
with the first authentic reports. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Ingersoll most of the 
ruins arc found around the edge of the 
desert track formed by the triaugulation 
of the rivers? Rio Mancos, La Plata and 
Kio San .Juan. The San Juan and La 
Plata have a width of bottom laud 
between 
their 
banks, but 
the Rio 


Maneo runs like a brooklet along 
ils 
narrow path, shut in by walls 


thousands of feet high. On the terraces 
of the more open canyons arc multitudes 
of picturesque ruins; in the bottom 
lands arc the remains of towns: in the 
wilder canyons the houses are perched 
upon the face of the ohasm. 
In :xn en- 


campment one thousand feet above the 
Valley of the Uio Mancos are single 
Siouses in groups of two and three mud 
villages, according lo tho width of the 
shelf which they occupy. 
They are so 


high that the naked eye can dis'tinguish 
them merely as specks. There is no ac- 
cess to them from above on account of 
the rocks that project overhead, and no 
present way of reaching them from be- 
low, although doubling paths and foot- 
holes in the rocks show where the way 
was trodden of old "by human feet. 
If 


the reader will imagine the Palisades 
three times higher than they are, with 
midway shelves between the top and 
bottom eaten out by the weather, on 
which are erected stone huts, to and 
from which the owners found their \vav 
by paths scaraely a foot wide, he will 
have some idea of these ancient abodes, 
whose counterparts in miniature can 
now be seen at the museum. 


The cliffs in some part are limestone, 


but most frequently sandstone, witli al- 
ternating strata of shales and clay. The 
softer layers are hollowed out, leaving 
caves, whose solid stone ledges serve as 
the floors and roofs of the cliff dwellings. 
A few houses have two stories, and one 
shows four stories, but generally they 
are' not higher than a man's head. l>i- 
rision walls are built from the rear of 
the opening and running outward lo the 
front of the cave, which is so neatly 
walled by masonry of the prevailing 
stone that the artificial work is scarcely 
"loticcabie by a casual observer. 
Upon 


the summits of the loftier battlements 
ftre placed at irregular intervals round 
stone towers. The curve of the aborig- 
inal masonry is perfect. 
As to tho hab- 


its of these dwellers, we know almost 
nothing. Near the ruin called Hoven- 
weep Castle (the castle of the deserted 
valley) no bones or signs of graves have 


i been found; only heaps of ashes arc 


j left, mingled with charred wood, which 
! tell the story of cremation, and probably 


of flro worship. .It is assumed that tho 
present Pueblo Indians are the descend- 
ants of these people, from the fact that 


I their huts to-day resemble the ancient 
. cave-houses. 
The absence of imple- 


ments of warfare, cither completed or 
uniinislied, gives rise lo the opinion that 


they were a peaceiul race. Near some 
of the cities thousands of Hint arrow- 
heuds were fmmd slicking in the cliff— 
all pointing toward 
I ho eity—showino1 


that some strong invader had attacked 
them. 


According to Mr. Jackson the most 


remarkable remains are those found ii? 
New Mexico, and some of the buiktingg 
equal any in the United Stales, if we ex- 
cept tho capitol. 
One of these (shown 


in the cast by Hayden), the " J'ueblo 
del Arroya," has wings ];)0 feet in 
length, and the western wall of the 
court-is L'lJS fi-ct. 
Facing the center of 


the court are three stories in height. 
Another, the "Pueblo Chetlro Kettle," 
is 440 feet long and 250 feet wide, and 
presents the remains of four stories ; the 
logs forming the second lloor extend 
through tho walls a distance of G feet, 
and probably at one time supported a 
balcoin' en the shady side of the house. 
Mr. Jackson, estimates that in the wall 
running around three sides of the build- 
ing, 925. in length and 40 feet iu height, 
there were, more than 2,000,000 pieces 
of stone for the outer surface of the out- 
er wall alone. This surface multiplied 
bj' the stones of the opposite surface, 
and also by Ihe stones of the interior 
and transverse lines of masonry, would 
give a total of 30,000,000 pieecs in 315,- 
000 cubic feet of wall. These millions 
of pieces had to be quarried and put in- 
to position; the timbers were brought 
from a great distance, and considering 
the vastness of the work and the amount 
of labor and time that must have been 
expended these buildings may well bo 
compared with the most famous works 
of what is so wrongly called the old 
world. 


Among the caves of the Kio de Chcllcy 


were found some of the most beautifully 
tinted arrow-heads ever discovered; al- 
so, numbers of large earthen jars of oval 
design. In a large three-story house 
were found many implements of do- 
mestic use representing the stone age. 
Among thorn were largegrindstones and 
hammers. The walls," says Mr. Jno-ur- 
soll, were plastered wii'h i-emenf of 
stucco-like finish. That it was spread 
on tlic walls by human hands is evident, 
from Ihe marks of tho pores of the skin 
to be found on the surface. Occasionally 
the whole imprint, fit' the hand has been 
left; one woman's slender lingers are 
thus preserved for the prople of the 
nineteenth century. As to the date of 
these erections but little can be de- 
termined at present. The Moqui towns 
are now in precisely the same state of 
preseravtion as they were when de- 
scribed by the invading Spaniards, near- 
ly 400 years ago. Assuming the Moquis 
to be lineal descendants of the cliff-dwell- 
ers, how vast a time the old canyon castles 
must have been deserted even when tho 
Moquis have no knowledge of I ho grand 
homes of I heir ancestors! 
llegarding 


the ago of the Pueblos, they were said 
by Coronado at the time of the conquest 
to look very old. Castenado records 
that the inhabitants told him that the 
Pueblos were older than the memory of 
seven hundred years. 
That these ruins 


were known to tho Spanish invaders we 
have proof in the journal of Uon Anto- 
nio de Olermin, written in 1081, where 
mention is made that eighty leagues dis- 
tant from their camp there were Casas 
Orandas. 
Gallatin speaks of them and 


describes them to the Aztecs. 
Perhaps 


time and more extended research may 
reopen the history of these people who 
have been swept away from their grand 
cities, leaving nothing but the stony 
walls of their houses to tell the talc, of 
their pre-Columbian greatness; but this 
we know, that tlicse and other tokens 
tell that in reality America is the old 
world, anil that thousands of years ago 
races nourished here in a high statc'of 
barbarie cultivation. 


THK SfiiYGJroriiONK.—At a recent 


meeting of (he Medical Society of Lon- 
don, 
the oldest of the learned societies 


of medicine in England, Dr. Richardson 
brought before the meeting a new in- 
strument he has designed," which bids 
fair toliud a large field of use in diagnos- 
ing diseases of the circul a lory system. It 
consists of an ingenious combination of 
the signiograph, by which the healing 
of the. pulse is graphically delineated on 
paper, the microphone, which magnifies 
sound, and the telephone, which sii mar- 
velously enhances the power of hearing; 
and its effect is to render the beating of 
the pulse dislinctly audible. 
The clock 


part of Ilu: sigmograph is replaced by a 
microphonic slide, the working power 
is a small bi-chromate battery, a'sigmo- 
phone, then a rest for the "wristband 
finally a Bell telephone. The principle 
is that when the pulse is working the 
needle a series of motions are made 
along the microphone slide instead of 
along paper, and the sounds then pro- 
duced are communicated from the mi- 
crophone to the telephone. 
]5y modify- 


ing the battery power, the in'iensity of 
the sounds can be increased so as to be 
heard 30 yards from the, instrument or 
so disminished as to be quite inaudible 
to patient, and to require (hat the phy- 
sician shall apply the telephone to his 
car to be able to distinguish them. In 
its present stage of development, Dr. 
Richardson said the sphygmophone was 
not so applicable to the cardiac as to the 
wrist ptdse, but he had almost arrived at 
an instrument which he anticipated 
would indicate failure of chest move- 
ment in particular parts of the chest. 
An experiment with the instrument was 
then made, and the sound of the pulse 
beating at the wrist of one of the gcii- 
tlcmen. present made audible with"dif- 
ferent degrees of intensity. 
Dr. Rich- 


ardson then gave an riccoYmt of his own 
experience with the instrument in spe- 
cially indicating palpitation, aortic de- 
liciency, increased and deficient arterial 
relaxation, partial intermiltenco, and 
ana-mia, and his reasons for bclievin" 
ilial its use would throw increased light 
on these, rfvrangemenls of tho .eircvTla- 
tion.—London, N/ainlard.
